There is no doubt whatever 
identity of the negro. 

Mr. Campbell, the father of the 
identified Williams at the Bibb jail 
and the negro has also confessed to several 
parties, 

Williams was arrested yesterday after- 
noon at the house of his sister, three miles 
from Barnesville. ‘Sha arrest was made by 
Ben Perdue, a well-known farmer of Pike 
county. Williams made an attempt to get 
his shotgun, which was near by, but Pere 
due, who had a shotgun, got the drop on 
William. and hea surrendered without 
trouble. He was Kept secreted until near 
this morning, when Perdue and 
Z. T. Evans, who has charge of the dis- 
pensgary in Barnesville, left in a buggy with 
Williams heavily shackled. They took a 
circuitous route and drove ‘through the 
eouniry twenty-five miles from Barnesville 
to the Macon and Birmingham railroad, 
where they waved down the passenger 
train at lw o’clock and came safely to 
Macon, regching here at 11 o’clock with 
Williams. 

When at a station a few 
Macon Evans sent the following 
to the chief of police of Macon: 

‘Meet moe at Macon and Birmingham de- 
pot at ll o’clock with Black Mariah. Have 
a prisoner.’’ 

The Mariah was in 
liams Was first carried to thea police bar- 
racke, but in a few minutes was taken to 
the county jail, where he was placed in an 
iron cage. 

Messrs. Evans and. Perdue say that while 
en routo to Macon with Williams he con- 
{essed as to his identity. They also say 
they took the circuitous route across the 
country in fa buggy to the Maeon and 
Birmingham road in order to avoid the 
angry band of men who were looking for 
Williams with the view of lynching him 
and they thought the would-bs lynchers 
would be tooking for the prisoner to be 
taken either to Macon or Atlanta via the 
Cen.ral or Southern railway, and in this 
manney they successfully eluded the 
searchers. i 

Just prior to the arrival of Williams in 
Macon telegrams had been received stating 
that a mob of men had left Barnesville for 
Macon with a view of storming the jail, 
seizing Williams and lynching him. 

On the Central train from Atlanta, which 
reached Macon at 11:40 this morning, there 
arrived from Barnesville Mr. Campbell, the 
father of Williams’s victim, accompanied 
by six or eight of nis friends. Several of 
them had pistols in their outside pockets. 
The parties immediately on arrival calied 
at the office of the chief of policeyand 
asked if Williams was in the barracks and 
said they desired -to him. The chief 
informed the men that Williams was in jail 
strongly guarded. The men then explained 
that they had not come to Macon with the 
view of doing violence to the prisoner, but 
simply desired to identify him. Mr. Camp- 
bell and his broffér-fh-law were carried to 
the jail to see Williams, while the others 
of Campbell's party, except Campbell's 
brother-in-law, were required to, remain 
at police heacquerters. 

Campbell was allowed to see Williams in 
his cage and he instantly identified the 
regro, and Williams promptly recognized 
and spoke to Mr. Campbell. Williams ad- 
mitted his guilt to Mr. Campbell. Mr. Camp- 
bell says Williams had been working for 
him about six months. Willlams is a tall 
negro, rather thinly bullt. He says he igs 
twenty-one years old. 

After Mr. Campbell departed from the 
jail Williams confessed to several persdéns 
that he was Oscar Willlams and ‘that he 
made to attempt at assault the little girl. 
He claims that the crime was not committed 
at the spring, as has been described, but 
occurred in the field where he was at work. 

Governor Atkinson telephoned Jailer 
Stephan soon after Williams's arrival to 
call on Colonel C. M. Wiley, of the Second 
Georgia regiment for the military, and to 
eall on Mayor Price for police aid, in the 
event any attempt was made to lynch Wil- 
liams. Colonel Wiley and Mayor Price were 
informed of the governor’s message. 
*~It is not thought there will be any at- 
tempt at lynching, and the law will be al- 
lowed to take its eourse. 

When Williams was first brought to the 
police barracks he appeared quite frighten- 
ed. ‘and seemed to be apprehensive, but 
when placed in jail he regained his com.- 
posure’ somewhat. 

Rumors That Failed. 

All day there have been rumors that 100 
men were coming from Henry and Pike 
counties to take Williams out of the Bibb 
jail and lyneh him, bur the officers here 
hava really not felt and special alarm.

The joint resolution was passed accepting 
the invitation of France to participate in 
the Paris exposition of 1900. 

At 1”o'clock the senate went into exec- 
utive session, but the decors were re-opened 
in fifteen minutes and the Harris resolution 
cousidered, the author speaking in favor of 
it. The resolution was laid aside tempo- 
rarily and Mr. Tillman secured the passage 
of the bill in relation to the interstate 
transportation of distilled spirits and de- 
claring such spirits to be subject to state 
laws to the same extent spirits dis- 
tilled in the state.

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TARIFF MAKERS 
UNABLE T0 AGREE 


Senate Conferees Claim That the End Is 
Nearly Here. 


THE HOUSE MEMBERS SAY NOT 


Sugar and Wool Feature Cause the 
Party To Disagree. 


SENATOR HARRIS’S DEATH MAKES TROUBLE 


Absetice of Democrat from Tennessee 
Gives the Vice President the 
Deciding Vote. 


Washington, July 15.—The tariff conferees 
were in a more hopeful mood during the 
early part of the day than yesterday, and 
one of the leading representatives of the 
senate expressed the opinion at moon that 
the republicans would be able to comclude 
their labors tomorrow and summon the 
democratic members by Saturday. This 
view, he said, was justified by the present 
appearance of things, but he added that 
there were still many contingencies that 
might arise to prevent so eafly an agree- 
ment, and that it was impossible to sar 
precisely when the end would be reached 

“We shall come out all right, however, 
and I think soon,” he added. “We have 
a tedious job, but it is not a hopeless one- 
and there is no foundation to the reporte 
that we are im danger of not reaching ap 
agreement.,”’ 

The day was spent in consider-ng minor 
details of the bill, which have been prw#sed 
over with an occasional reference to the 
differences on the sugar schedule, whicb 
is still the stumbling block. There was 
some discussion of a compromise on this 
schedule, and the general impression about 
the senate was that the changed aspect ip 
the committee was due to the fact that 
there was a more yielding disposition op 
the part of the representatives of botb 
houses. Senators not in the comference 
but in close touch with the members of 
it, express the opinion today that the con 
tending factions are very near an adjust- 
ment which will compromise the d-fferences 
on the sugar schedule. 

On the house side, on the other hand. 
among those in close touch wil the con- 
ferees, it is asserted with the utmost 
positiveness that the house conferees have 
no intention of yielding anything to the 
senate on the sugar schedule, and the 
opinion is freely expressed that the dead- 
lock will continue indefinitely until the 
senate yields. The house conferees, they 
say, know that they have practically the 
unanimous support of the house republi- 
eans back or them in their contention for 
the house schedule, and moreover they 
claim that many of the senate republicans 
agree with them on this poimt. 

The committee made the discovery today 
that there would be still further difficulty 
in arranging the wool schedule on account 
of the objections of the carpet manufac- 
turers. It appears that while the makers of 
the more expesive grades of carpets gave 
their assent to the compromise of 4 and 8 


cents arranged yesterday, the makers of 
the cheaper carpets are not pleased, and 


ask that the rate on the lower grades of 
wool be reduced to 3 cents. The wool men 
are not willing to concede this demand. 
The worsted manufacturers are also mak- 
ing trouble over the senate amendment 
putting a double duty on wool of the sec- 
ond class, which may have been washed. 
Heretofore there has been no additional 
duty on the washed article, and it is claim- 
ed that the change will work a material 
hardship. 

The democratic side of the. chamber Is 
somwhat disturbed over the vacancy caus- 
ed by the death of Sénator Harris. 

“] fear,” said Senator Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, today, in discussing the question, “that 
the vacancy may, if not filled before that 
time, oceasion no little embarrassment 
when we reach a vote on the conference 
report. ‘ 

“It ‘will be remembered,” he continued, 
“that some of@the articles on which we 
succeeded in reducing the rate of duty, as 
on white pine lumber, and on some which 
we succeeded in putting on the free Hist, 
we had a majority of only one vote. Some 
of these articles are burlaps, cotton ties, 
paris green, etc., are of immense import- 
ance to the farmers, and it would be re- 
gretable indeed, from our standpoint, if the 
absence of a democratic senator from Ten- 
nessee should cause us to lose any of them 
by giving the deciding vote to the vice 
president.’’ 

The senator said in reply to a question 
that he had heard nothing indicative of 
the intentions of the governor of Tennes- 
see in the matter of the appointment.

GLAD 10 SEE THEM 
SLOUGHING OFF 


Western Populists Not Sorry That a Split 
Has Come. 


RID OF THE UNRULY ELEMENT 


The Westerners Declare the Party Is 
Better Off Without Them. 


HON. JERRY SIMPSON SPEAKS HIS MIND 


He Gives the Nashville Bolters the 
Hoarse Guffaw-—Strong Talk 
from the Populist Leader. 


Washington, July 15.—(Special.)—Despite 
the efforts of Howard, of Alabama, to ex- 
plain, the populists‘of the west are giving 
the Nashville conference and the men who 
figured in it the hoarse guffaw. 

The men who are the leaders of populism 
where populism counts for something, laugh 
at the suggestions of the Nashville aggre- 
gation that the silver question is to be 
made secondary to any other and declare 
that not only will that action be repudi- 
ated by the populists of the west. but by 
all those inembers of the party in the south 
who went into it from principle. 

As for the others— 

They are regarded simply as_ selfish 
schemers who want to keep the middle- 
of-the-road in order that they, themselves, 
may have some sort of political prominence. 
There is no certain sound in the refer- 
ences of the western leaders to them. ‘“‘The 
party is infinitely better off without them 
than with them.” they say. “‘They may 
succeed in fooling a few people a little 
longer. but their real character and their 
real purposes cannot fail to: be understood 
in the end.” 

As for Tom Watson— 

Well, while there are. as a rule, friendly 
references to Tom personally. there is a 
deep-seated conviction that Tom needs a 
new party, that he has remained in the pop- 
ulist party as long as he could stay in any. 
that the sine qua non of the statesman 
from McDuffie is a party he can absolutely 
dominate, and that the people’s party has 
outgrown that stage. 

Jerry Laughs at Middle-of-the-Roaders 

Jerry Simpson, who has been down to 
Virginia beach buffetting with the waves 
and displaying his golf stockings to the 
gaze of the summer girl, has just returned. 
Jerry is not one of those on the outside 
who look with longing eyes upon the feast 
within, and he does not have to slough off 
in order to find a contingency; he has be- 
hind him the largest constituency in point 
of numbers of any member of the lower 
house of the congress, and he is recognized 
as the real leader of the populist party in 
congress. 


As Jerry read over the address prepared 


by the Nashville middle-of-the-roaders, he 
delivered himself of a broad, hoarse laugh, 
Which was full of derision. He placed his 
finger on this paragraph of the address: 

“We do not believe that the question of 
free silver is in itself a broad enough plat- 
from for a national] party. The remonetiza- 
tion of silver would, we believe, increase 
the price of labor and its productions by 
increasing the supply of money, and it is 
therefore a matter of the utmost conse- 
quence to all the people of the Un ted States: 
but it must net be forgotten that the open- 
ing of the mints to silver would not de- 
crease one iota the robberies of the corpo- 
rations, the usurers, the rings and. the 
trusts. It will avail nothing to add to the 
value of labor and {ts productions if the 
exactions of plunderers are permitted to in- 
crease in equal greater proportions. 

‘"I'ne democracy may be fit-to assist in 
handling a single temporary side issue like 
free silver, but’’— 

And so forth, the rest being a laudation 
of the people’s party. 

“What do you think of that?” he asked, 
still laughing. 

“What do you think of it?’ I asked him. 
by way of answer. 


Westerners All Against It. 

“Well, it isn’t the first time a mere hand- 
ful of people have undertaken to sidetrack 
a great issue. Many other efforts of that 
kind have been made, but if I read history 
correctly, there have been a number of 
very glittering failures on that line. They 
tried to sidetrack the Slavery issue. Did 
they succeed? Certainly not. The politicians 
of all parties tried to temporize with that 
issue, but all their efforts were in vain. 
The politicians of other rarties have made 
desperate efforts to sidetrack this money 
question, but all the obstacles they have 
put in the way were swept aside by the 
people. Talk about the people’s party mak- 
ing the silver question secondary—why, 
that is preposterous. I needn't tell you that 
there is among the populists of the. west 
absolutely no sympathy for any such fool- 
ish efforts. 

“Why, to do that,”’ continued the Kansan, 
‘is to throw away all reasons for the ex- 
tstence of the party. The silver question is 
the money question. The money question, 
the fight to correct the great evils which 
have been brought to the people by the 
control of the old parties by the money 
power, is the cause which gave the popu- 
list party life. To abandon that would be 
to abandon the cardinal principles of the 
party.”’ 

Glad To Lose Certain Element. 


“Doesn't it look as if these people were 
trying to do that? Isn’t that the meaning 
of their declaration?’ I asked. 

“Of course, they represent nobody. That 
conference no more stands for the populist 
party than this talk we are having does. 
There was nothing official in that gather- 
ing. It is difficult to believe that the men 
who manipulated the thing, the men whose 
agitation it was which brought it about, 
can fool anybody. If anybody believes that 
the money question should be abandoned 
or made secondary, he does not belong in 
the populist party. 

“The truth its,’ said Jerry, somewhat 
coldly, ‘* the party has been afflicted with 
certain elements that it will be better with- 
out. It has been going through what every 
new party has to go through. There were 
attracted to it certain people and certain 
elements who are simply agitators, and for 
whom a new party always furnishes a tem- 
porary refuge. As the party settles down 
to a healthy growth, as it assumes strength 
and these people see they cannot control It, 
they slough off. The sloughing off process 
has begun, and its resuits will be bene- 
ficial to the populist party.” 


The Great, Overshadowing Issue. 


“And the free coinage of silver—’” 

“That will be the great overshadowing 
question in the next national campaign, 
as it was in the last. It means the first 
step and the most necessary step toward 
bringing relief to the people. In fighting 
the money trust, which nas Its grip on the 
country, we are fighting the most gigantic 
of all trusts, the one which is the parent 
of all the others. True populists will be 
in the front of that fight to the end, re- 
gardless of the aspirations of individuals, 
ever watchful of the in.erests of the peo- 
ple.”’ 

When Jerry and other western populist 
leaders are asked about the western men 
who were in the Nashville gathering they 
do not go into details, but they declare that 
these men represented nobody. A good 
many of them were middle-of-the-roaders 
for Mr. Hanna's purposes in the last cam- 
paign; others belong to ine socialist ele- 
ment, which the substantial leaders want 
to get rid of. When they talk of the 
“sloughing off” that is going on, they refer 
to the defections of the socialistic element 


and the southern leaders who are keeping - 


up the middle-of-the-road agitation fo 
their own selfish purposes. 


“Tom Watson and his Heutenants c 


| out ageinst fusion,” they say. “An anal: 


sis of their arguments shows they mean 
they are against fusion unless Watson's 
name is on the ticket.” 


A Split and They’re Glad of It. 


As to that new committee and the reor- 
ganization which Watson’s organ says has 
been accomplished, they say just as Sena- 
tor Butler has said, as long as the new 
committee confines itself solely to the ‘“‘or- 
ganization” purposes for which it !s 0s- 
tensibly chosen, there can be no kick; but 
just so soon as it endeavors to usurp the 
functions of the national committee, that 
soon will the usurpers get it in the neck. 

Of course, the new committee is going 
to try this. The middle-of-the-road organs 
will declare this to be their purpose. That 
means a split. The tail will try to wag the 
dog, and the dog will insist that he has 
some rights. 

The only possible result of that will be 
two parties, each calling itself populist. 
The western populists will keep up their 
fight for their convictions upon practical 
lines. The substantial men of the south 
who were driven from the democratic fold 
by the mistaken belief that Clevelandism 
meant democracy will return to the demo- 
cratic fold and join with the real party 
of the people in the battle for the people's 


rights. : 
As for the others, they will find them- 
selves leaders without followers. They 


may join hands with the republicans, but 
they are so small in numbers that eve 
there they can do no harm. OHL.

DUG UP BY MINERS 


Richest Find the World Has Ever Known 
Made in Alaska.

Immense Quantity of Yellow Metal

THE SUPPLY SEEMS TO BE (NEXHAUSTIBLE 


Claims Yield Workers Great Value in 
a Few Days and People Are 
Rushing to the Fields. 


San Francisco, July 15.—The Associated 
Press has received a letter from H. A. 
Stanley, president of the Binghamton, N. 
Y.. Evening Herald Company, telling of 
the wonderful’ gold discoveries of Alaska. 
Mr. Stanley wrote from St. Michaels island, 
where he stopped on his way to the Yukon 
mining region, under date of June 30th. He 
says: 4 

‘The 


cisco, was the 


steamer Excelsior, of San Fran- 
first vessel to push her way 
through the ice to this station. The Port- 
land, from Seattle, arrived forty-eight 
hours later. From these vessels we learned 
for the first time of McKinley's election, 
the result of the  Corbett-Fitzsimmons 
prize fight and other news of the fall and 
winter. The ice went out of the Yukon 
about June 15th, and the river steamer 
Portus Wear, which wintered at Dawson, 
2.225 miles up, reacehd St. Michaels June 
27th. The Wear brought authentic news 
of some of the most wonderful gold strikes 
in all the world’s history, and brought 
also some forty-five miners, every man 
bringing in from $5,000 to $100,000 of dust 
and nuggets, with an aggregate of more 
than $1,000,000. 

“The steamer Alice arrived at St. Mi- 
chaels on June 29th, bringing twenty-five 
miners and half a million in gold for them 
and much on its own account. 

“The richest gold strike the world has 
ever known was made in the Klondyke re- 
gicn last August and September, but the 
news did not get even to Circle City until 
December 15th,when there Was a great 8stam- 
rece over the 300 miles intervening’ betwecn 
there and the lower fields. On August 12th 
George Cormack made the first great strike 
on Bonarza creek, and on August 19th seven 
that region. Word got 
t> Forty Miles and Circle City, but the news 
was looked upon as a grub-strike rumor. 
On December 15th, however, authentic news 
was carried to Circle City by J. M. Wilson, 
of the Alaska Commercial Company, and 
Themas O'Brien, a trader. Those who made 
the 200 miles first struck it richest. Of all 
the 200 claims staked out on the Bonanza 
and Eldorado creeks not one has proven 
a blank. Very rich finds were made June 
6th to 10th on Dominion creek. 

‘The largest nugget yet found was picked 
up by Bert Hudson on claim No. 6, on the 
Boranza, and was worth $257. Next in size 
was one found by J. Clements on Indian 
creek worth $231. The last four pans Clem- 
ents took out were worth $2,000 and one 
went $775. Some brought but a portion of 
their clean-up, preferring to invest other 
portions in mines they know to be rich. 

“Among the most lucky are J. J. Clem- 
ents, of Los Angeles, who has cleaned up 
about $17+,00¢. Ha brought out $5¢,000 and 
invested the rest; Professor T. C. Lippy, 
of Seattle, who brought out about $50,000 
and has $150,000 in sight and who claims his 
mine is worth $500,000 or more: William 
Stanley, of Seattle. who cleaned up $112,000; 
Clarence Berry, $11¢,000; Henry Anderson 
$55,000; Frank Keller $50,000; T. J. Kelly

Head of the Agricultural College Is 
Anxious for Many Improve- 
ments and Is at Work, 


Athens, ra., July 13.—(Special.)—The 
Statement that hag been made in the press 
to the effect that Professor J. B. Hunni- 
cutt, professor of agriculture in the state 
college of Agriculture and Mechanie Arts, 
proposed to take sides» with Hon. Pope 
Brown 'in his endeavor to remove the agri- 
cultural funds from the University of Geor- 
yia is denied by Dr. Hunnicutt. 

br. Ilunnicutt is not satisfied with the 
present methods of teaching agriculture in 
the state college, but he has not yet taken 
the position, and is not Ikely to take the 
position that a removal of the agricultwral 
funds from the university and the estab- 
lishment of a separate agricultural college 
would: be beneficial. 

Indeed, it is his opinion that the agricul- 
tural college would thrive better here than 
elsewhere if certain changes in its men- 
agement are made. 

He is not criticising or antagonizing the 
location of the but he has certain 
criticisma to pass on its management. 

These he believes can and will be relieved 
and then he is convinced that the state col- 
lege of Agriculture wiil thrive here in a 
larger degree than anywhere in Georgia. 

In order to put himself in a position to 
demonstrate his ideas with the foree of 
conviction he is visiting a number of agri- 
cultural colleges in other states and posi- 
ing nimself as to ine very Dest methods vf 
practical teaching of agricuiture, 

Hence his visit to Starkville, Miss., and 
the investigation of the methods of teach- 
ing in use at that institution. His meet- 
ing With Mr. Brown and their joint visit 
tu that place was the purest accideiit.

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ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
From a Whitehall Street Resident. 


Editor Constitution—I am amazed at the 
attitude of Mayor Collier in rushing so 
hurriedly into opposition to the movement 
to improve Whitehall street. It would 
have at least been more dignified for him 
to have given the people of the street an 
opportunity to be heard from, and the 
city council time to have acted before 
seeking to discredit and disparage the 
movement. 

I am not less amazed at the statement 
of Councilman Peters, of the sixth ward, 
published this afternoon, that he “don’t 
see the necessity of making tle street any 
wider anyhow.” Mr. Peters thinks it is 
wide enough and that it is impossible ‘‘to 
get the consent of the people to widen 
the street.”” “The city,’ says Mr. Peters, 
“has got all it can carry now,” and he 
thinks it well to let the matter drop. 

Now Mr. Peters should know that the 
city would be much more able to make 
improvements on the other side of town 
from which he lives, if it had been less 
lavish in its expenditures in Mr. Peters’s 
ward and around Mr. Peters’s property. 
And yet the people of the first and sec- 
ond wards have borne this expense with- 
out a@ murmur. All of the expenses inci- 
dental to fixing up the Exposition park 
and the streets around it and leading to it 
were borne by the people of the whole 
city; and when Peachtree was paved with 
asphalt and the other streets on that side 
of the city were improved, as they should 
have been, the people of the west side did

Mr. Peters thinks that the property own- 
ers of Whitehall street do not know what 
they want, and that they will not give their 
comsent to Widening the street. ‘Then 
would it not be manifestly proper for Mr. 
Peters to wait until the people of White- 
hall street are heard from and have had 
opportunity to formally present their re- 
quest to the council? Like Mayor Collier, 
Mr. Peters is too previous, 

“It is impossible to make a Peachtree out 
of. the residence section of Whitehall 
street,’”” says Mayor Collier. I suppose 
this declaration is ‘made on the principle 
that “it is impossible to make a silx purse 
out of a gsow’s ear.”” And yet the veople 
of Whitehall street are not altogether bad. 
There are some very good citizens among 
them. They have always done their duty 
to the city, and, ag stated in yesterday’s 
Constitution, they have uncomplainingly 
borne their part of all expenditures for 
public improvement. Is it not right and 
just, therefore, that they clrould be given 
at least a fair hearing, and that the propet- 
ty owners of the sreet should be permi*‘ted 
to say whether or not they. will contribute 
to the city, free of cost, enough of their 
frontage to widen the street as proposed.

Were Tried in a Band. 

The cases were all tried in a bunch. -

So 
Officers were sent there to keep an eye on 
the ball. 

Sergeant Abbott told how he watched the 
dancers gather. 

‘He saw them come In gay costumes and 
gaudy apparel and viewed with a police- 
ran’s watchful eye the preliminaries for 
the ball. He had reason to believe some of 
the revelers were women of questionable 
repute and hae invited them into a dressing 
room and requésted-them to show their 
faces. He discovered that his suspicions 
were correct. 

When the Row Began. 

“It was my intention to serve these wo- 
men with copies and make them go home,” 
said the sergeant, “‘but just then a lot of 
the men rushed toward the dressing room 
and then the disorder began. A young 
man-and the woman, Boyd, had a fuss and 
some very obscene language was used. I 
and other officers attempted to collect the 
dancers in the rooms for the purpose of 
making arrests.

Railroads Accept the Old Rates Without 
Agreeing To Maintain Them. 


DIFFERENTIAL 


Virginia Ports Won as Against the 
Scuth Atlantic Ports. 


NO POOL MADE FOR WEXT SEASON 


But All Lines Will Be Expected To 
Remember the Percentages of 
the Past. 


The traffic men continued to work yes- 
terday on cotton matters and, as predicted 
in ‘The Constitution, there was a spirited 
fight over the differential against the 
Virginia ports—Portsmouth and Pinner’s 
Point. 

The representatives of the roads entef- 
ing the south Atlantic ports fought for a 
differential of 11 cents. Tae Central and 
the Plant stood up manfully for an In- 
crease in the differential. They wanted the 
old figure, 11 cents, restored. They claimed 
that the ocean rates were as much ag 1l 
cents higher from the south Atlantic ports 
than they were from the Virginia ports. 
This was denied by the representatives of 
the Virginia roads, who maintained that 
the difference in ocean rates was not more 
than from 2 to 4 cents per 100 pounds in 
favor of Portsmouth. 

The sub-committee to which this sub- 
ject had been referred reported yesterday 
morning to the conference committee in 
favor of a 6-cent differential and after a 
long contest it was put to a vote and the 
report of the committee was adopted and 
the differential from this territory will 
continue to be 6 cents, as it was last sea- 
son. The Western and Atlantic stood with 
the south Atlantic ports on this proposi- 
tion. A suggestion was made that a line 
be drawn from Augusta tnrough Camak, 
Atlanta, Opelika and Montgomery and that 
the differential be 6 cents above the ar- 
bitrary line and 11 cents below it, but that 
was defeated. 

The standard rates of last season will be 
the standard rates for the coming season. 
No one is compelled to maintain them. 
Everybody is free to change them as 
deemed proper, there being no .agreement, 
of course, tO maintain them, but it is ex- 
pected that every road will observe ‘these 
rates in order to prevent demoralization. 
The cotton buyers want stable rates above 
ail things, for when they are fluctuating 
every buyer is afraid that some competi- 
tor 1s getting a better rate than himself 
and this disturbs business/very much. Its 
tendency is aiways to depress the interior 
markets. 

No way has been found to make a legal 
apportionment under the supreme court's 
decision, but there is a strong Sentiment 
in favor of following the old per centages 
in so far as it can be done. ' 
Notice has been served in the discus- 
sions that if any road attempted to scoop 
too much business it would bring down the 
protests of other roads and trouble wouid 
follow. Every road is moraliy bound to 
Keep within certain limits in. securing bus- 
iness. Self interest would dictate that 
without an agreement as to pereentages the 
lines will be more suspicious and jealous 
thun ever. Lust year the percentages 
which the roads agreed among themselves 
to haul out of this territory was roughly 
ws follows: Southern, 40; Central, 2. 
Georgia, 18; Seaboard, 16; Western and 
Atlantic, 4. 

These figures will probably serve as a 
sort of guide and if any one road appears 
to be exceeding these. percentages very 
much there will probably be retaliation in 
some shape. 

In the past roads have been required to 
turn the excess Over to a competitor. This 
Scems to be impracticable and illegal now, 
but in a general way the roads will ex- 
pect each other to Keep within conserva- 
4ive bounds. 

Today the conference committee -will 
take up the docket of complaint and 
Other matters and do what it can with 
the list of cases awaiting consideration. 
Several of the officials left yesterday and 
last night. 

The necessity Of avoiding wars and de- 
moralization was strongly impressed in all 
the discussiors. The roads outside the as- 
sociation are said to be disposed to pre- 
Serve the peace and the situation is un- 
questionably better now than it was at 
this time last year.

E. P. Wilbur as president of the Lehigh 
Valley at Tuesday's election, entered rail- 
Way service in July, 1872, as a rodman on 
the Alleghany Valley railroad. He came 
up through the operating department, leav- 
ing the Alleghany Valley after two yeurs’ 
service to go to the Pennsylvania as as- 
sistant supervisor. He served on the 
Northern Central, a Pennsylvania property, 
for years. In 1889 he left the Penn- 
Sylvania’s service for the Baltimore and 
Ohio and became general guperintendent 
of its lines east of the Ohio river. He was 
appointed general manager of the Erie -n 
1592 and in 1894 he accepted the presid*ncy 
of the Delaware, Laquehanna and sScnuyl- 
kill road, which he has since held.

CLAYTON TALKS 


ABOUT WHITBHALL 


City Engineer Says Street Can Be Widened 
Without Great Cost. 


NO SERIOUS OBSTACLE IN WAY 


Chairman Adair Favors the Improving 
of the Street and Tells Why. 


SAYS IT WILL DOUBLE VALUE OF PROPERTY 


Mayor Collier Wires That He Is Not 
Opposed to Improvement—Citi- 
zens May Meet Soon. 


— — ee 


The agitation of the subject of widening 
and improving Whitehall street has 
brought about a strong feeling in favor of 
immediate action in the matter and it is 
very probable that a meeting of citizens 
of the street will be called for next week 
to take action on the question. 

Many citizens have declared the widen- 
ing proposition the one thing necessary 
.n beautifying and improving the street, 
and each day adds names to the list of 
citizens and property owners who agree 
to donate a few feet on each side of the 
street to widen the thoroughfare. 

The list now includes many of the most 
prominent citizens of the street and they 
represent, a great portion of the entire 
frontage. Other citizens who have not 
been seen are Known to favor the plan 
and many who are on record are out of 
the city and cannot be quoted. From 
évery quarter comes indorsements of the 
movement to widen and improve the stfreet 
and some definite action will be taken in 
the near future. 

Among the best posted 
on matters of this kind is Mr. Forrest 
Adair, chairman of the county board of 
commissioners of roads and revenues. He 
is heartily in favor of improving and wid- 
ening Whitehall street and says the work 
can be done at little expense. He thinks 
the widening of che street will greatly 
benefit, not only Whitehall street, but all 
the western section of the city and Ful- 
ton county, and will build up an immense 
territory: between Atlanta and College 
Park, because if the street is improved it 
will be a comvenicnt way for residents of 
the outlying districts to reach the city. 

Mr. Forrest Adair Favors Plan. 

Mr. Adair has given the subject much 
consideration and he believes there is Lt- 
tle objection, if any, to the plan among 
the property Owners. He thinks everybody 
should get together on the project and 
take action at once. He says, in speaking 
of the subject: 

“The county of Fulton is compieting, at 
a very large expense, a-road from the 
terminus of Whitehall street to the county 
line at College Park, which, when finished, 
will be second to none in the United States 
and without doubt the finest driveway in 
the south. It will be paved with chert and 
for a distance of seven miles will be almost 
level, the grade being no greater than is 
absolutely mecessary tO give proper drain- 


men in the city 


residents along this road and in 
the towns of East Point and College Park 
are already’ realizing the fact that a good 
road is a petent factor in restoring activi- 
ty and prosperity, as is substantially evi- 
denced by the many new buildings being 
erected and in contempiation., 

“This road is practically inaccessible for 
citizens of Atlanta on account of the mis- 
erable paving on Whitehall street. 

“The best residence lots on Whitehall 
Street, three-quarters of a mile from the 
Kimball, house, can be bought for less 
than $# per front foot. This is not true 
of any other main street. Property on 
Piedmont avenue, outside the city limits, 
will sell for as much. Why? Because it 
can be reached by a well-paved driveway. 

“If Whitehall is widened and paved with 
asphalt from LTorsyth street to the Cen- 
tral railroad, I will stake my reputation as 
a real estate agent on the pred:cition that 
vacant fots will go to $100 per front foot. 

“TIT believe nmine-tenths of the property 
owners favor the movement and the city 
council cannot fail to its wisdom as 
a business proposition.” 

What Engineer Clayton Says. 

Captain R. M. Clayton, city engineer, says 
there is no reason why Whitehall street 
cannot be widened from Forsyth street to 
Peters street. West End, at a reasonable 
cost. :He says there is no great obstacle to 
prevent the widening of the street, and 
that if the citizens all agree to give the 
necessary property on eacn side, the work 
can be done at a comparatively small cost. 

Captain Clayton is thorougnly tamiliar 
with the conditions existing on Whitehall 
street, and he sees no reason why the 
street cannot be widened and improved. 
He is of the opinion that the street can be 
widened without any great outiay of 
money. 

Deputy Wilson Says It Can Be Done. 

This opinion is concurred in by Deputy 
Tom Wilson, of the engineer's depariment, 
who has gone over the maps of the street 
and drawings for The Constitution, exam- 
ining the conditions and Studying the pian 
necessary to widen the street. He says if 
the property owners will donate the land 
the street can be widened very cheaply. 

Whitehall street, from the junction § of 
Forsyth to the railroad crossing in West 
End, ts about fifty feet wide. It will aver- 
age that width the entire distance. Of this 
fifty feet, eighteen is exhausted in side- 
walks, nine on each side. This ieaves 
thirty-two feet between curb and curb. 
The streetear tracks (double), occupy about 
twelve feet, leaving only about twenty teet, 
ten feet on each side of the tracks, for the 
use of vehicles. 

The distanee is about 400° feet, 
street cross.ngs. 

Mayor Collier Not Opposed to It. 

In a telegram to The Constitution last 
night, dated Morristown, Tenn., Mayor 
Collier says he is not opposed to improving 
Whitehall street if the consent of the puar- 
ties interested can be ODiained. ‘The mayor 
says: 

“I am not opposed to the improvement of 
Whitehall street if consent of parties at 
interest can be obtained. 

“The city has no authority to repair 
streets at joint expense of owners, raiiway 
and city, unless existing pavement is worn 
out and useless. As this condition does not 
exist, unanimous consent would be neces- 
sary, and it is certain fhe Consolidated 
would not consent. 

“Capitol avenue was not repaired at the 
expense of property holders and railroads. 
‘I'he extsting pavement on Washington 
street was declared to be, and fis, worn out, 
and is useless and falls within the provis- 
ion of the ordinance.” 

What Mr. John Berkele Says. 

Mr. John Serkele, a resident of the 
street who owns quite a frontage, says 
he is in favor of widening and. improving 
ihe sireet 

‘T wish the citizens would get together 
and agree to improve Whitehall street,” 
said Mr. Berkele yesterday. “I believe 
it would be beneficial to widen the street 
and am heartily in favor of the plan out- 
lined in The Constitution. I will readily 
agree to give five feet of my front to widen 
the street. Let the citizens agree on this 
project ard do scemething for the street.’ 

Mr. Steiner Favors It. 


Mr. A. Steiner is enthusiastic in epeak- 
ing of the propcsed improvements. He 
says: 

“TI am heartily in favor of: wid-ning and 
otherwise; improvirg Whitehall street. 
Something should be done to Better the

Mr. J. Kreis, who owns 120 feet on White- 
hall, says in his opinion it would be bene- 
ficial to the property along the street to 
widen the thoroughfare five feet on each 
side. 


Malsby and Avary Favor It. 

One of the biggest lots on the street is 
owned by Messrs. Malsby and Avary. They 
say they will willingly donate land to widen 
the street. They own a frontage of 333 
feet. 

‘We will readily agree to donate five feet 
frontage to widen Whitehall street,” said 
Mr. Malsby yesterday. “I think the street 
should be widened and improved in other 
ways and we are ready to do our part in 
the matter. Whitehall is an important 
street and it is time something should be 
done to keep the street up to the standard 
and from moving backward. I think the 
street can be widened at little expense and 
difficulty and am heartily in favor of mov- 
ing in the matter at once.” 

Mr. Sol Benjamin. 

Mr. Sol Benjamin, who owns several lots 
on Whitehall, believes in making improve- 
ments on the street. He says: 

“I think well of the plan to widen and 
improve the street. I will be glad to give 
as much as five feet for the purpose of 
widening the street and want to see the 
citizens do something at once. The street 
has many natural advantages and they 
should be improved upon now.” 


CONTRACT WILL BE SIGNED 


Work cn the New Courthouse Plans To 
Begin Early Nekt Week. 


OFFICIALS MAKE SUGGESTIONS 


In the Yow Builling There Will Be 
Arranged Commodious Offices 
for¥All Departments. 


The contract between the ccunty com- 
missioners and the architects who are to 
draw and design the plans for the new 
courthouse is now being drafted and as 
soon as the county attorney finishes the 
paper, the commissioners will meet in spe- 
cial session to sign the contract, 

By the acceptance of the proposition the 
com missioners have saved the county $5,000 
in the cost of making the plans for the 
courthouse and they have been assured 
that the plans which are to be furnished 
will be as good as could be made by east- 
ern experts. 

The full board will probably meet Satur- 
day afternoon to close up the contract and 
definite arrangements for the work to be- 
gin will then be made. At this meeting, 
Chairman Adair will have a number of let- 
ters which he will turn over to the archi- 
tects. These letters were written by the 
present county officials in reply to letters 
of inquiry sent out by the board. When 
the new courthouse question loomed up, 
Chairman Adair dictated a number of let- 
ters. which were mailed to the county of- 
ficials, in which they were asked to give 
an idea as to the amount of space their 
offices needed in the new courthouse. These 
letters: have thrown much light on the sit- 
uation and will be e@ tangible basis upon 
which the architects can proceed with their 
work. 

One of the offices which is most sadly in 
need of floor space is the sheriff’s office. 
Sheriff Nelms has not the recom in which 
to place the number of desks that are need- 
ed and he has only a small safe in which 
he can keep his records. The safe is an old 
office safe and will not hold the large books 
which have been jntroduced into his office. 
In the new building the sheriff will be 
given all the room he needs and his quar- 
ters will be elegantly fitted up. 

The grand jury will come in for its por- 
tion in the floor space of the new court- 
house. At present, there is no room in 
which that body can hold uninterrupted 
deliberations. In the past the grand jurors 
have been using the small room in the rear 
of the Solicitor’s office, but this has not 
been adequate and was wholly too small 
for that body. 

The new building will contain quarters 
for the tax collector. Mr. Stewart is now 
in the annex, too far removed from the 
other offices. He will be given large and 
commodious rooms and will have a large 
vault for the keeping of his books and 
records and money. 

There are many of the offices which are 
so badly crowded in the old structure that 
business has been interfered with and ar- 
rangements will be made to overcome this 
obstacle when the plans are drawn for the 
new building.

PRISONER'S WITNESS WAS. CONFUSED 


A Woman Swore That He Was at Her

Thé preliminary hearing of the state 
versus Joe Harden was held in Judge 
Foute’s court yesterday.

R. J. Jordan represented the prisoner and 
the detectives handled *the case for the 
State. 

Dr. J. E. Smenner, who owns the drug 
store in which Huckabee was clerk, swore 
that he heard the burglar opening the 
money drawer and soon after a pistol shot. 
Dr. Smenner went to the window and saw 
& negro running away from the store. He 
positively identified tha 
one who ran ftom the store. 

Dr. °T. L. Phillips testified that he was 
called to attend Huckabee and while on 
his way to the drug store met a man ex- 
actly fitting the aescription of Harden. 
The negro had a pistol in his hand and was 
going from the store. 

When asked about tho light on a dark 
night the witness said that it was light 
enough for him to identify the prisoner. 

Harmon Mitchell, while on the stand, 
said that he was flushing a sewer near the 
drug store and a negro fitting the descrip- 
tion of Harden asked him for a match. 

A. N. Baldwin said that he thought the 
prisoner was the one who ran through his 
yard, but was not sure. 

Josie Stillman was the only witness for 
the defense. She swore that Harden was 
at her house from 16 o’clock Tuesday until 
7 o’clock Thursday. Her testimony was 
given in such a confused and nervous man- 
ner that it was strongly questioned by the 
state. 

Judge Foute stated that as the prepon- 
derance of evidenca was on the state’s side 
he would bind the prisoner over. .

BOY FOLLOWS THE RUNAWAY ON A BICYCLE 


Finally Overtakes Engine, Mounts the 
Cab and Reverses the Lever—An 
Exciting Adventure.

The bravery of a young negro boy in 
Marietta Wednesday morning prevented 
two trains splicing into each other and 
probably several lives being dashed into 
eternity. It was also a new use of the 
bicycle and as brave a déed as has been 
moted in this neck of the woods for many 
weeks. 

About half a mile north of the Marietta 
depot an Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
switch engine was lazily transferring some 
freight cars from~ one track to another. 
The iron horse ventured out on the track 
of the Western and Atlantic once as a 
freight engine flew around the corner. and 
dashed into the switch engine at a lively 
rate, scattering splinters, steel and iron 
in every direction to the music of the es- 
caping steam and the frantic yells of the 
fireman and engineer of the switch en- 
gine, Who had jumped from their cab and 
Were making tor the woods. 

The two engines plowed at- each other for 
m while, when the throttle of the switch 
engine was opened automatically and the 
hissing monster started toward Marietta 
at a terrific rate, drawing three freight 
cars after her. The pilot was gone, as weil 
as sOme other paraphernalia of her make- 
up, and there was no ‘guiding haaid at the 
throttle. The engine sped on in its wiid 
race tO Seemingly. certain destruction far 
down the line, 

As the runaway passed the depot im 
Marietta the engine had acquired a speed 
Of about filteen miles an hour. The loung- 
ers mbout the depot made frantic eltorts 
to jump the engine, but could not. ‘The 
speed Was too great. The runaway dis- 
appeared arvuna the curve south of the 
depot and made straight dowm the track, 

fhe northbeund fre.gnt from Atiauta 
Was about due. The runaway would catch 
her about half a mile out, and tbere was 
no teiling the resuit. Consternation reign- 
ed supreme tnrough the littie city, and 
the fast dyimg rattle of the wild engine 
sounded like a death knell in the ears of 
the excited citizens. 

A Wild Ride for Life. 


As the engine passed Anderson's stable, a 
Short distance from the depot, Charies 
Daniel, & young colored body in the employ 
OL the electric light company of Marietta, 
was riding down the road on his bicycle. 
AS the engine flew past him and he 6aw no 
Vie at the ihwottle or ‘in the cab, it did 
not take him long to take in the situation. 
With remarkabie swiftness he turned his 
Silent Steed from the road straight to the 
track and put all his power on to the 
pedals. The bicycle responded to his ex- 
ertions and flew down the smooth path be- 
Side the track like a bird. The runaway 
was not far in front—only 200 feet, but was 
running over fifteen miles an hour. 

The-race grew more exciting. The boy 
had never ridden so fast before. He knew 
the freight was due; that if he did not siop 
that engine death would result. He had 
already run after the engine a half-mile, 
but was slowly gaining. The steep grade 
was near, though, and if the ru away 
reached the top before it could be caught 
there was no earthly chance to prevent a 
collision. 

With this thought Daniel strained: his 
muscles and pushed still-harder. He flew 
like lightning. The distance betwe@n him 
and the engine diminished. He gained fast. 
In a minute he was beside the cow-catcher 
and the flying drivers. He rode up to the 
Side of the cab and, placing his hands on 
the sieps, with one mighty effort swung 
himself from the saddle of his bicycle on 
to the side of the engine. His wheel flop- 
ped into the gutter and Daniel sprang into 
the cab. 

Reversed the Engine. 


The runaway was perhaps still making 
fifteen miles an hour. Daniel jumped to 
th’ throttle, closed it and pulled forward 
the brake lever. The cngine groaned, the 
drivers ground the track in their mighty 
resistance:and the train came to a stand- 
still. Doniel opened the throttle again and 
sped back toward Marietta. 

As he stopped in front. of the 
which was surrounded by a crowd mute 
with astonishment, a cheer went up that 
almost shook the earth and the brave ne- 
gro boy was fairly carried from the engine 
the hero of the hour. The northbound 
freight whistled around the corner only a 
few seconds later and sped by the little 
Station on her way northward blissfully 
ignorant of the narrow escape she had just

A POLICEMAN TELLS OF THE ARREST 


Defendant Demanded a Trial and an 
Honorable Discharge After the 
Reconciliation.

New York, July 15.—Morgan V. Gress was 
acquitted in the Jersey City police court 
today of the charge of kidnaping his sis- 
ter, May, ten years old. 

His father, George V. Gress, and his step- 
mother, Mrs. Mary Gress, were reconciled, 
so the lawyers said, although the husband 
and his wife did not leave the courtroom 
together. 

Mrs. Gress caused the arrest of Morgan 
Gress at midnight last Saturday in a train 
in the Pennsylvania station on a charge of 
kidnaping May, who had been placed on 
the train in care of Morgan by their father. 

It transpired that George V. Gress want- 
ed to take his family to Virginia from Gar- 
rison’s, on the Hudson. Mrs. Gress wished 
to stay and visit the family of Dr. Van 
Buren Young. Having failed to persuade 
her to go to Virginia, the father started 
with his two sons and the daughter, who 
is the child of his second wife. 

After putting Morgan and May on the 
train, George V. Gress and his elder son, 
Hart, went to a hotel in Jersey City, where 
they were informed of the arrest. 

The case was fixed for a hearing on Mon- 
day, Wednesday morning and Wednesday 
afternoon, but Mrs. Gress failed to appear. 
She learned that counsel for her husband 
had secured a writ of habeas corpus, di- 
recting her to produce her daughter May 
in court, and was induced to appear today 
by a written guarantee that no writ would 
be served upon her. She went to Jersey 
City accompanied by counsel and met her 
husband. They conferred an hour. Then 
Gress went to the courtroom and was fol- 
lowed in a few minutes by his wife, her 
lawyers and his sons. May Gress did not 
appear. Mrs. Gress’s counsel stated that 
the complainant wished to withdraw the 
charge, but young Gress wanted a hearing 
and an honorable discharge. Policeman T. 
J. Murphy described the arrest. Mrs. Gress 
told him her daughter was being abducted. 
May at first clung around her brother’s 
neck and said they should not take him. 
She finally went wilHngly with her mother. 

Mrs. Gress left Morgan in a lockup, where 
his father found him ten minutes after she 
had gone. Mrs. Gress admitted to the court 
that Murphy’s account was true. The jus- 
tice then allowed a motion for the defen- 
dant’s discharge. 

It was said that Mrs. Gress would remain 
in the north a while with her husband's 
consent and that he was willing to make 
any honorable concession for the sake of 
peace.

an Ovation for the Speedy 
Winner. 


Harvey Hill, a dark horse and a hfndi- 
cap man, was the victor in the gentlemen's 
road race yesterday afternoon. \ 

Bob Reed was second and winner of ‘the 
time prize. Sam Williams and Hal Rich- 
grds were the third and fourth men to get 
in. 3 

The race was exciting and fast. The 
three men who were counted as winners 
before the start were Reed, Richards and 
Willams with Grady a second. Hill 
proved to be the “‘dark horse’ and won to 
the surprise of many. He received a large 
handicap, in fact, was the second man to 
Start. He was a full minute in front of the 
riders all during the race and some thought 
he had won the time prize as well as first 
after he crossed the finish. 

Joe Raine was the limit man and was 
shoved off just thirty seconds before the 
winner, Harvey Hill, responded to the pis- 
tol shot.

The Georgia receivers, Messrs. Anderson 
and O”"Byrne, have been very active in the

management of the affairs of the associa- 
tions since their appointment, and they have 
succeeded in making nearly all of the state 
receiverships ancillary to the receivership 
in Georgia. In their efforts to make the 
receivership in this state the disbursing 
medium they have met with serious diffi- 
culty from the obstinacy of the receivers 
fdr South Carolina, the only state which 
gives trouble. 

The Georgia receivers have been made 
receivers for the state of Florida, and co- 
receivers for Mississippi. The Texas re- 
cefvership has been made ancillary to the 
Georgia receivership, and Tennessee has 
fallen into line. The other states have 
given no troublé with the exception of 
South Carolina; and here the rub has been. 
Several days ago the fight began, and al- 
though the Georgia receivers have been 
given stubborn opposition in that state, 
they hope the question will be amicably 
settled and that a bill tn that state wil} 
soon bring the assets into Georgia for dis- 
tribution. 

Every energy of the eGorgia receivers 
has been given to bring all the assets into 
this state, so as to concentrate the assets 
and make the Fulton superlor court the 
only court having jurisdiction in the case. 
The judge of the Florida court who granted 
the reeeivership in that state has practical- 
ly made the orders of Judge Lumpkin’s 
court the orders of his court, and there has 
been a friendly co-operation between the 
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two states. In South Carolina the situa- 
tion is different, and some warm corre- 
spondence has been the result. 

“We believe South Carolina will fall 
into line,”’ said Receiver O’Bryen yesterday. 
“The receivers in that state have been 
giving us considerable trouble, but there 
is now an effort being made that I believe 
will result. in an ancillary bill which will 
bring the assets to Georgia for distribu- 
tion among the stockholders who are Scat- 
tered throughout the south.” 

As a result of the ancillary bills: the 
assets in the various states, after recety- 
ers’ and court costs have been deducted, 
will be delivered to the Georgia receivers 
and all the assets of the association in 
the south will be massed together under

Superintencent Slaton Gives an Inter- 
esting Account of the Work Done 
by the Association. 


Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent of 
the city schools, and Professor W. M. 8la- 
ton have just returned from the thirty- 
sixth annual. meeting of the National Ed- 
ucational Association held in Milwaukee. 

This association has a membership ot 
17,500, and is probably the largest of its 
kind in the world. It gathers together 
each year this immense aggregation of 
teachers to discuss the best methods for 
teaching young people. Major Slaton ana | 
his son, W. M. Slaton, were the only rep- 
resentatives of the state of Georgia. The 
appointees from Savannah, Augusta ana 


other places in the state weré absent. 


Major Slaton has been a member of the 
association for fifteen years, and he talks 
very interestingly of the good they are 
accomplishing. He says: 

“The good that it does one to attena 
these meetings is inestimable. It broaa- 
ens one’s ‘deas to travel, and the discus- 
sions that ohne hears at these gamerings 
are very valuable. The programmes A’c 
They are al- 
ways carried out exactly as pianned, ana 
no variation from the prescribed regula- 
tions is allowed. 

“Every hour in the day is taken up in 
some sort of profitable discussion on some 
educational topic. During the sessions. 
besides the addresses and discussions that 
take place, musical selections are renderea 
by some of the best artists. 

“The convention met on Tuesday, July 
6th. The teachers were welcomed to the 
city’ by the governor of Wisconsin, the 
mayor and other high officials. On the 
same day the president delivered an aa- 
dress on “The Best Education of the 
Masses,’ and a general discussion took 
place as to the study of history in the 
public schools. 

“On Wednesday the same method was 
followed. The greatest discussions took 
place over the questions of rural schools, 
cor} Oral punishment and coeducaiion. The 
question of rural schools is one that has 
attracted the attention of the association 
for a number of years. What are we going 
to do with the people in the rural districts 
who are flocking to the cities to gain an 
education? It is a problem! Two years 
ago the association appointed a committee 
of twelve, some of them the most distin- 
guished educators of the country, to study 
the question and report to the association 

‘They returned a report embracing over 
225 pages of printed matter. They advo- 
cated that the county seat of each county 
should have the entire supervision over the 
county and direct the schools accordingly. 
This is done in Bibb. Chatham and Rich- 
mand counties. I1t should be done in Ful- 
ten. If this was the case the parents of 
children would be content to remain in 
the country if they could send their chil- 
dren to a good public school. 

“Another subject, that of co-education, 
has been discussed at length by this asso- 
ciation. In Chicago and all the northwest 
the lines of sex have been obliterated. Up 
there they cannot understand why we do 
not here, but I tell them that we are not 
ready to indiscriminately mix our boys and 
girls and let them hustle 4s they pleased. 
We have not yet reached that stage where 
our girls, like the boys. must go out and 
seek their professions. If co-education was 
in effect here the demoralizing effect would 
be too great and it would require some 
time to become accustomed to it. 

“In the north, however, they think noth- 
ing of it and have come to the conclusion 
that it is the only way to educate children. 

‘Another subject of vast importance and 
one that attracted the attention of the as- 
sociation, was that of corporal. punishment. 
“he remedy was to put them in reforma- 
tories, but I told them we had no reforma- 
tory. They say if a bov will not be made 
to act properly by moral suasion he should 
be sent to a reformatory. That may be a 
good remedy, I do not know, but if we 
have no reformatories what are we to do? 
They say expel them. but that throws a 


boy out on the world with no guidance at 


all. So what does it leave us but corporal 
imishment? 
Pe think Atlanta ought to have a reform- 
but if we build one we, must build 
for black and one for white.

Sas sirent several nights ago, yesterday 
afternoon. 

This action was taken on recommendation 
of the police committee of the council and 
captain J. W. English, chairman of the 
poard of police eommissioners. The latter 
appeared before council and spoke in favor 
of the proposition, explaining the fitness 
of the action frpm his standpoint. 

There was but one dissenting voice in 
council when the question came to a vote. 
Councilman Maddox ‘strongly opposed the 
offering of the reward because he said it 


would set a bad precedent. 

After the adoption of the 
adjournment of the council the aldermanic 
board was called in special session and the 
resolution was concurred in, The resolution 
presented by the committee and 
adopted reads as follows: 

“Resolyed, That the mayor be and is 
hereby authorized to offer a reward of $250 
for the arrest and delivery to the authori- 
ties of Fulton county, with evidence to 
convict, of the person who assaulted and 
shot Policeman R. L. Albert in this city 
on the morning of July 13, 1897, and the 
payor is further empowered to prescribe 
guch limitations as to time in which arrest 
fs to be made as he sees proper. The above 
amount is to be taken from the contingent 
fund.”’ 

When the council was called to order by 
Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock, the official call 
was read. The -resolution was then read. 
Mr. Hirsch, chairman of the police commit- 
tee, said the committee had acted in the 
matter at the request o1 Captain English, 
chairman’ of the board, who was present. 
He moved to suspend the rules and Cap- 
tain English was invited to address the 
council on the subject. 

Captain Erglish Speaks to Council. 

Captain English said: 

“T have given this matter serious thought 
and consideration and am fully convinced,

gentlemen, that it is the duty of the coun- |! 


cil to offer a reward for the arrest and 
conviction of. the outlaw who brutally shot 
this police officer. I believe the offering of 
a reward will be an aid to the officers in 
the search for the would-be assassin and 
that it is proper and just that you should 
back up your police department in a case 
of this kind.

He said the 
reward would revert to the city if an officer 
should make the arrest, it being unlawful 
for mémbers of the department to accept 
rewards except under certain conditions. 

Captain English says the reward will be 
given to the man who was with the negro 
who shot the officer if he will tell who it 
was. 

Alderman Hirsch said Officer Albert was 
a good, faithful policeman and that the city 
should offer the proposed reward for the ar- 
rest of the man who shot him. 

Councilman Maddox Opposes It. 

Councilman Maddox said he was sorry to 
disagree with Captain English and others 
in the matter, but that he thought it would 
be a bad precedent to offer a reward in 
such cases. He said there is no necessity 
and that. the offering of a reward would 
start a custom of offering rewards every 
time an officer is hurt or attacked by un- 
known parties. He said a policeman ex- 
pects to face danger and that he gets paid 
for it, He said the city and county pay out 
about $175,000 annually for the support of 
the police and sheriff’s officers and that 
they ought to capture criminals. 

He said no reward was offéred for the 
arrest of the slayer of Huckabee, the drug 
clerk, who was killed by a burglar recently, 
and that it Was no more proper for the city 
to offer a reward for the arrest of a man 
who attacks a policeman than for a cit- 
izen. He believed in sustaining the police 
force, but thought it would be a mistake 
to offer rewards. He wanted to increase the 
Police force.

ALBERT'S CONDITION IS NOT FAVORABLE 


He Isa Very Ill Man—City Detectives 
Think They Have at Last Caught 
the Right Man. 


Yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock Detec- 
tives Harris and Wooten arrested a negro 
who has been identified as one of those 
who assaulted Policeman R. L. Albert. The 
officers are sure that they have caught 
the right man. 

Since the shooting Detectives Harris and 
Wooten have been working on the case, 
and they secured a lot of clews which led 
them to believe that a negro tamed Jim 
Williams was one of the men who shot 
Oflicer Albert. They began to look for the 
negro yesterday morning, and were. told 
that Williams was preparing to leave the 
city. They located him and placed him 
under arrest. 

Williams, when carred to the police bar-, 
racks, asked several times why he had 
been arrested. To Captain Manly and Cap-' 
tain Slaughter he expressed the greatest 
surprise at his detention. If he was feign- 
ing, he did it well. 

Yesterday afternoon Inspector Lowe and 
the livery staWJe watchman who had seen 
the two negroes on the morning of the 
shooting were sent for, and they both iden- 
tified Williams as the larger and darker 
of the two negroes who assaulted the offi- 
Ce?P. 

No one was allowed to.see the prisoner, 
and he was placed in a cell by himself 
to await further investigation. 

Albert’s Condition. 

Yesterday evening Policeman Albert was 
reported by the hospital physician as “not 
being any better.’’ As stated in The Con- 
stitution yesterday, he is suffering from an 
attack. of thaumatic pneumonia, which is 
a result of the wound in his lung. It will 
be several days before he can be considered 
out of danger if ‘his condition should im- 
prwe. 


COAL STRIKE FELT HERE. 


ee 


DEALERS REPORT THERE MAY BE 
INCREASE IN PRICE. 
So Far There Have Been No Serious Ef- 
fects Felt Here in This 
City. 


The extensive strike which is now being 
carried on by the coal miners of the coun- 
try is making itself felt in the city. Some 
of the dealers have already advanced the 
price of coal and others report that 
they are short. 

It may be that if the strike lasts much 


| longer a general coal famine will become 


prevalent. Those who have been in the 
habit of ordering their winter’s supply of 
coal at this time of the year have placed 
thelr orders with the dealers and in most 
cases they have been filled. 

In other instances, however, the orders 
have not been filled, and it is probable that 
it will be Some time before the order reach- 
es the consumer. Fortunately it seems to 
be the case that the manufacturers of the 
city have a good supply of fuel on hand, or 
it might go hard with them. Some of the 
dealers say that the price will advance, but 
not much, and others say that it has al- 
ready advanced, and will probably go 
higher. «g 

Mr. George W. Sciple was approached 
yesterday afternoon and asked how the 
Strike was affecting his firm. He said: 

“Well, we have been affecte@ some, of 
course, b not to any great extent. We 
have not © vei advanced the price of our 
coal, but tn, we have no great amount of 
it on hand. It just amounts to this: We 
have enough coal to supply the immediate 
demand of our customers, such as orders 
for one or two tons, but should we receive 
an order for ten or twenty tons for winter 
use, the buyer would have to wait until we 
received it from the mine operators. I do 
not apprehend that there will be a famine 
as a result/of the coal strike, nor do I 
believe that the price will advance much.”’’ 

Mr. John T. Stocks was also seen. He 
said: “Yes, we have advanced the price 
of coal some, and it was attributable to the 
strike. So far the price has gone up about 
20 or 25 cents a ton, according to the grade, 
but I do not think it will advance much 
higher. We have had no trouble at all, so 
far, in filling orders. I do not think there 
will be a famine in the market, and believe 
we can continue to fill orders as fast as 
they come in.”’ 

Several of the manufacturers were seen, 
and they either reported’ that they have 
a supply of fuel on hand or that they are 
under contract and leave such matters to 
the dealers from whom they buy.

Are Accommodated. 

Columbia, 8S. C., July 15.—(Special.)—To 
save time and expense to cthoge desiring 
to enter the South Carolina eollege and the 
State’s great woman’s college at Park 
Hill, entrance examinations have been ar- 
ranged for at every county seat in the 
state on August 13th: 

In the case of the South Carolina college, 
examination papers will be returned to the 
applicants. If they fail to pass, their weak 
points will be indicated, and at the fall 
examinations another trial will be givén. 

Last session 800 young women applied for 
entrance into Milthrop college, when there 
were but accommodations for but 400. This 
year there is more room. This year the 
courses will be extended by the additions 
of horticulture and dairying.

NO MORE LICENSES FOR DIVES 


This Means the Breaking Up of Negro 
Loafing Places in the City. 


TO CLEAR PETERS AND DECATUR STREETS 


Disreputable Dens Can No Longer Be 
Used fcr Meeting Places of Burg- 
lars, Thieves and Women.

The police committee of the general coun- 
cil has directed that a general war be made 
on the negro dives on Deeatur and Peters 
Streets. City License Inspector Jumbo Hun- 
‘ter has been put on the trail of the dives 
and instructed to close up every one of 
them. 

Chairman Hirsch, of the committee, says 
the dives must go and that they will no 
longer be permi(ted to keep open, The or- 
der is a sweeping one and it will have the 
effect of breaking up the loafing places of 
the negroes On the two streets. 

Several days ago the committee visited 
all of the negro dives and it was decided 
that the places are breeders of crime and 
that they should not be permitted in the 
city. Worthless and dangerous negroes 
congregate in the dives and all manner of 
doings are carried on. The dives are said 
to be places of meeting of thieves and bur- 
glars and women of all classes. The police 
have been troubled for years by the places. 

The council will not renew the licenses 
of the several dives in the city, and they 
will be forced to quit business for that 
reason. Only one place has been licensed, 
Batty’s, on Decatur street. and he will be 
permitted to run his establishment until 
the license expires. All others will be closed 
up at once.

DOUBLE IN PRICE

Georgia Peach Crop Is Short and of 
Inferior Quality. 


| LEMONS, IT 1S THOUGHT, WILL 60 HIGHER 


Were Selling at $3 a Box, Now Bring 
$6 and May Go to $10—Missouri 
Hase Become a Peach State.

The luscious Georgia peach and the juicy 
lenron are becoming expensive luxuries. 

Within the last two days the price .of 
bath of these fruits has almost doubled, 
and the price is stil] rapidly rising. 

This will be bad news to the lovers of 
Queen KEibertas, and it will prove especial- 
ly crushing to the lemonade fiend. Ice tea 
will have to be drunk without a nice lemon 
to squeeze into the amber liquid, and the 
whisky sours will cost more. 

The advance in the price has been sudden 
and unexpected. Peaches were selling yes- 
terday for twice as much as on the pre- 
ceding day, and lemons were also doubled 
in price. At fruit stands peaches were re- 
tailing at o cents apiece for the larger size 
that have been selling at two and three 
for a nickel. The commission houses have 
run up their scale of prices on both fruits 
until a man is startled who usks the price 
of a box of lemons or a crate of peaches. 
Lemons that have been selling at $3 a box 
have gone to $6, and Mr. McCullough, the 
well-known commission man, said yester- 
day that he really thought the best grade 
of lemons would reach $10 a box before 
the price starts downward. 

The reason for the sudden jump in price 
is that the lemon crop in this country has 
been a failure. All of the higher grades of 
lemons have been shipped trom Sicily and 
Italy. The Louisiana crop has not been 
much, and the other producing states have 


fallen short. 

The price of lemohs will remain high 
until sume time in August, when the do- 
mestic crop begins to come into market. 
Then the price will drop probably to its 
normal scale. 

Peaches will command a high price 
throughout the entire season. They are 
to stay. The Georgia crop was a failure, 
so far as a large yield is concerned. and 
the greater part of the crop has already 
been marketed. The inferior peaches are 
marketed first. Those now on the market 
are of a fine grade and are worth goO0d 
prices. The Georgia crop will: tind great 
competition this year from a hitherto un- 
known competitor. This year Atlanta will 
buy large shipme nts of peaches from Mis- 
sourl, which has heretofore offered no 
peaches for any beside home markets. It 
seems that during the last four years the 
farmers of Missouri living at the foot of 
Ozark mountains have devoted themselves 
to fruit growing. The results have been 
surprising. Mr. McCullough, who has ex- 
ami ned the product, says that finer Elberta 
peaches are raised on the mountain sides 
in Missou.i than can be grown in California 
or Georgia. He predicts that Missouri will 
be a great fruit state in the future. and 
says that even as early as this year there 
are several places in the state that will 
ship peaches by the car :oad lots. 

The peach crop in. California is reported 
to be fine. The peaches are not yet com- 
ing into Georgia at a very great rate, but 
it will not be long “before there will be 
lots of foreign fruit.
